THE SELECTION OF ELECTRODES 


The* physician cut ering Hie ti <-Ll of ilr*‘tro-l hempeutic!-; finds llic so Inf ion n f suitable 
electrodes a rather perplexing problem* especially us some writers recommend the use 
for some favorite metal in almost every conceivable application, Noiswanger is partial 
to copper, Massey holds fast to Kim-, and Martin is a strong advocate of platinum. 
Tint matter really resolves itself to the quesHon, ■ 1 Shall the particular electrode he solu¬ 
ble ftr insoluble**: in other words, shall it be immune or subject to the elect roly tic decom¬ 
position Whieh takes place at. I he positive pole. 

THE POSITIVE POLE of the galvanic current liberat es m jk! attract® the atoms of 
oxygen and chlorine found in the fluids of the body which attack the metal composing 
the electrode; and it it be one of the baser metals, such m copper, zinc, or iron, a salt 
is readily formed; this constituting the oxychloride of the respective metal. 

THE NEGATIVE POLE gives rise to no such decomposition as takes place at the 
positive ami therefore the metal used is not an Important factor; although nickel plated 
instruments are usually utilized for special applientimm wilh this pole, because they do 
not tarnish or rust. 

THE KAKADU - PE If RENT has no chemical properties and the metal utilized Is not 
an essential item, although nickel plating is preferred, 

THE SINUSOIDAL ('UBfiEKT lays no claim to any special polar effects and accom¬ 
modates itself to the form of electrode most readily available. 

COPPER, ZIX'C AND IRON are used largely fur their antiseptic. and astringent 
properties find the former is in popular favor at ihe present day A copper electrode is 
valuable fur metallic: eleeirolysN at the positive pole and is useful on the negative pole 
or with the fa la die current, 

X I UK EL PLATED KLEETE0RE8 are designed especially for use w ith the fnradic 
current nr the negative pole in galvanism, and should on no account be employed on the 
positive poU% as the plating would be stripped: this also applies to gold-plated needles, 
for, it will he recollected, gold is .subject to the influence of chlorine, 

BLOCK TIN. PLATINUM AND CARBON arc capable of withstanding the action 
of tie- positive pole, being unaffected by either chlorine or oxygen: and therefore may 
he utilized where the effects uf this pot a am desired in cases where t ho application of 
metallic salts is not indicated. Platinum is very costly and carbon is brittle and hard 
to work, but; block-tin is more practical, as the cost is not prohibitive ami it is easy of 

adaptation. 

VAGINAL AND INTRA-UTERINE ELECTRODES are always best of copper, ox 
cept for faradization <»r diluting, when nickel-plating is preferable. 

RECTAL ELECTRODES nr<* usually more desirable in copper, as the treatment of 
hemorrhoids deiimuds this particular metallic salt, 

ABDOMINAL ELECTRODES arc preferably cnimpoN&tl of a block-tin plate with 
a suitable covering, 

URETHRAJ, ELECTRODES, if required solely for the treatment of stricture, should 
W nickel-pin ted. but for the treatment of gleet and kindred ailments copper is indi¬ 
cated* 

EYE, EAR, NONE AND THROAT ELECTRODES are largely called for in copper, 
but in cases where the faradir or sinusoidal currents are to be employed, nickel-plating 
is more desirable, 

EPILATING ELECTRODES OR NEEDLES are usually of steel, as the nega¬ 
tive pole is most cum manly employed for this purpose, 

AS A ST" MAIARY i[ might be snitL that, cupper U ;i very serviceable, all-round 
metal, mid can occasionally be replaced by zinc or iron; but nickel-plated instruments nre 
in a class of their own, and arc unexcelled for certain special applications,
